Subject.—Scheme lor exports under OGL. 3 of textile pro¬ 
ducts made from cotton, wool and man-made fibres 
lo Norway and from cotton and man-made fibres 
to Finlaad from 1st January, 1979 to 31st Decem¬ 
ber, 1979. 

F. No, 2/27/78-EL—Attention is invited to the Exports 
(Control) Aitnendment Order No. E(C)0, 1977/AM(86), 

dated 2nd January, 1979, on the above subject. 

2. The scheme relates lo exports of textiles product® made 
from Cotton, wool and man-made fibres to Norway and 
from cotton and man-made fibres to Finland which are sub¬ 
ject to quantitative restraint and under statMcal monitoring 
as per details given in Annexurcs ‘A 1 and ‘B p for the quota 
year from 1st January, 1979 to 31st December, 1979. 

3. For the purposes of quota allotment, the shipment 

period will be divided into two six-monthly periods, i.e, 
from 1st January, 1979 to 30th June, 1979 and from 1st 
July, 1979 to 31st December, 1979. 60 per cent of the annual 
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qifDta will be allocated during the first six ,months and ihe 
rest 40 per cent during the next ^ix months. The Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay will allocate 
quotas for made-ups excluding woollen made-ups. The 
Apparels Export Promotion Council, New Delhi will allocate 
quota for gaimens and knitwear excluding woollen knitwear 
and the allocation for woollen made-ups and woollen knit¬ 
wear but excluding woollen garments will be made by the 
Wool and Woollens Export Promotion Council* New Delhi, 
Depending upon the demand in the first-half of the quota 
year, re-adjustments of this division may be considered by 
the Government. 

4. For made up articles, 50 per cent of the quota will be 
allocated on first-come, first-served basis for ready goods and 
the rest 50 per cent on first-come, first-served basis for firm 
contracts. Depending upon the need, adjustment of the 
related proportion ol ready goods allocation and firm con¬ 
tracts allocation may be made by the Government whenever 
it is found necessary. 

5. For garments and knitwear* 40 per cent of the quota 
will be allocated on first-come first-served basis for ready 
goods and the rest 60 per cent on first-come first-served 
basis for firm contracts. Under each of these two systems, 
20 per cent of ihre quota will be allocated for higher value 
items. In case /he portion for higher price allocation gets 
exhausted first, the goods with higher price will naturally 
have the eligibility in the other portion alongwith the other 
goods. For this purpose, there will be two sets of floor 
prices—one relating to higher value items coveted by 20 per 
cent allocation and the other basic floor price for items cover¬ 
ed by ihe remaining 80 per cent of the allocation. Quota 
allocation lor coLton garments and knitwear will be made on 
LC terms. For first-comc first-served ready goods alloca¬ 
tion, LC should be produced at the time of quota endorse¬ 
ment and for first-come first-served firm contract allocation, 
LC should be produced within 60 days of quota allocation 
or before quota endon*cmenl for shipment, whichever is 
earlier, failing which quota allocation will be automatically 
deemed to lapse. 

6. Shipments agiinst quota allocations on first-come first- 
served ready goods basis will have to be effected within 10 
days from the date of quota endorsement. However, this 
period can be extended in exceptional cases for valid reasons 
on specific authorisation from the Textile Commissioner or 
his representative. 

7. In the cage of first-come first-served firm contract allo¬ 
cation, if the offers are more than the quota available on the 
terminal date, a choice among offers may have to be made 
and, for this purpose, selection will be made on the basis of 
unit price. The higher unit price will be the criterion in such 
an eventuality. In that case, on tht terminal date special 
allocation for children's garments will be considered and 
provided, 

8. Wherever the quotas for cotton, woollen and man-made 
fibres items are combined, 0.5 per cent of such combined 
quotas have been reserved each for woollen garment* and 
man-made fibres garments. This i», however, subject to re¬ 
view and, if necessary, a fui Lhcr enhancement, or reduction 
in the reservation for these items may be made by Govern¬ 
ment. 50 per cent of ihe quota has been reserved for hand- 
loom items. This is, however, subject to review depending 
upon the trend of demand. 

9. The imports into Norway and Finland will be permitted 
against the import licence issued to the importer on the basis 
of the export certificate issued at the time of endorsement 
by the Export Promotion Council concerned or its authorised 
up-country representatives on fulfilment of the terms and 
conditions laid down for the purpose. 

10. Whenever the consignment is ready for shipment, the 
exporter shall submil the ncccEisary shipping documents (in¬ 
cluding shiping bills in duplicate) and proforma application 
in duplicate covering the details of goods under shipment is 
the Export Promotion Council designated for this purpose or 
to its up-country port representatives alongwjth quota certi¬ 
ficate. for obtaining quota endorsement and for issuing the 
necessary export certificate. Thereafter ihe document shall 
be submitted to the Customs for completion of the shipping 
bills and other formalities. In the case of readymaue gar¬ 
ments the shipping documents including shipping bills will 
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also be submitted to the Export Promotion Council designat¬ 
ed for this purpose or its up-country pou representatives for 
quota endorsement before the shipping bills are noted by the 
Customs at the port of shipment. In all these cases the 
shippers will be required to inform the Export Promotion 
Council concerned Or its up-country port representatives from 
whom the quota endorsement is obtained, the number and 
the date of shipping bills afrer the same are collected from 
the Customs. 

11. The export ccrtifica/e k/ meant for the buyer and hence 
the same after obtaining from the Council has to be for¬ 
warded by the shipper to his buyer alongwith other relative 
documents, 

12. The Textile Commissioner, Bombay, or an officer de¬ 
signated by him will have a day-to-day supervision ever the 
matters relating to quota allocation. A Co-ordination Com¬ 
mittee with the Textile Commissioner as the Chairman and 
representatives of various Export Promotion Councils con¬ 
cerned will review the situation from time to time. 

13. For garments and knitwear, performance bond for a 
value of 10 per cenL of the f.o.h. value of quota allotment 
will have to be submitted by the applicant alongwith the 
application for quota allotment on first-come, first-served 
firm contract basin.. In the case of quota allocation on first- 
come, first-served ready goods basis, earnest money at the 
rate of Re. 1 per piece or 10 per cent of the f.o.b. value, 
whichever is higher, will have to be deposited by the appli¬ 
cant at the time of quota endorsement. If the utilisation 
within the validity period of quota allotmenr/quota endorse¬ 
ment is not less than 90 per cent, full amount of earnest 
money deposit/performance bond will be refundable on pro¬ 
duction of evidence of export. If the utilisation of quota 
allocation is less than 90 per cent, penalty for the full amount 
of the performance bond will be imposed, and the full 
earnest money deposit will be liable to be forfeited. Fur¬ 
ther, if the surrender of quota is in excess of 25 per cent 
of allotment, refusal of further quota allotment for such 
allottees may be considered. However, in conditions of 
force majeure, appropriate exemptions may be considered. 

14, Exports will be allowed from any port in India.
